THE CAUSE OF THE FAILURE 


During the recent examination given eighth grade gradu­ 
ates in Pontotoc County only 183 of the 370 taking the exami­ 
nation made a passing grade. 
Fifty one per cent of the ap­ 
plicants failed to pass. 
While this average is on a par with 
the average throughout the state it shows a condition that 
ought not to exist and should not be permitted to exist. 
The 
reasons assigned by the examiners for such a large percentage 
of failures are the severity of the examination, the short term 
of school in many districts and the poor attendance record of 
many of the applicants. 
The first condition can be corrected 
by a display of better judgment by the authorities who make 
up the examination requirements. 
The other conditions can 
be corrected by the public and the pupils. 
The short term of school must be eliminated. 
It handicaps 
the pupil by giving him only half a chance. 
It handicaps both 
county and state by holding down the average intelligence of 
, citizenship. 
The best interests of Oklahoma demand a nine- 
% months term of school for every child in Oklahoma. 
And the 
, best results cannot be achieved so long as pupils are permitted 
• to attend such schools as are available only half the term. 
A stricter enforcement of the compulsory attendance law is
